T H E A SSO C IA TED P R E S S A N D JA Y GOULD. 


A few days ago the New York Herald 
published an article declaring th at Jay 
Gould was engaged in an attem pt to secure 
the control of tbe New York Associated 
Press, with tbe ultim ate object of manipu­ 
lating the news in accordance with bis 
speculative 
interests. 
The 
Associated 
Press of New York is a partnership formed 
by the leading papers of that city, fcr the 
collection of news. 
It consists of the H er­ 
ald, Tribune, Time.-, Sun, World, Express 
and Journal o f Commerce. 
This Associa­ 
tion sells its news to Beveral of the other 
New York papers and to other news asso­ 
ciations, such as the New England Associa­ 
tion, the New York State Press Associa­ 
tion, the W estern Associated Press, and 
the Associated Frees of California. 
For a 
number of years the New York Press As­ 
sociation has pursued its business with 
perhaps as little friction and dissatisfac­ 
tion as can be expected from so complica­ 
ted an undertaking. 
I t has at times been 
charged with political bias during exciting 
election campaigns, ho t it has escaped the 
suspicion ol being used for the furtherance 
of commercial and financial speculations, 
though it is easy to perceive th at its oppor­ 
tunities in that direction are of necessity 
considerable. 
Jay Gould at present con­ 
trols the W estern Union Telegraph Com­ 
pany. 
He is reputed to be a speculator 
of unbounded audacity and enterprise. No 
undertaking, however vast and far-reach­ 
ing, is thought to be beyond his endeavors, 
and in this latest instance he is accused of 
what amounts to a deliberate scheme for 
obtaining a monopoly of the news, which 
would, in connection w ith his control of 
the telegraph lines, give him a throttling 
bold upon the entire press of the country. 
The Herald states that Mr. Gould has 
for some time been laboring to obtain con­ 
trol of the New York Associated Press, by 
purchasing controlling interests in the pa­ 
pers which constitute the association. 
It 
asserts that he has already control of three 
of tbe seven journals referred, to, namely, 
the Tribune, World, and Mail and Exprés*, 
and it expresses a fear th at he has recently 
succeeded in iellusncing the Sun, the con­ 
trol of which would enable him to do as he 
pleased in tbe councils of the association. 
W hat it is he intends the Herald thus ex­ 
plains : “ His design is to obtain the con- 
“ trol of the Associated Press, and to do 
“ this he. proposes to 
amalgamate tha 
“ W estern Union 
Telegraph 
Company, 
“ which he controls, with the Associated 
“ Press ; to destroy the organization of the 
“ latter, and make the employes of the 
“ telegraph company—his own servants, 
“ that is to say—the collectors of news for 
“ the papers.” 
I t is evident that if tbe 
man who already has control of the tele­ 
graph system of the country, and aleo of 
the submarine cables which connect it with 
Europe and the rest of the world, could 
effect the changes which the Herald here 
describes, he would be in a position not 
only to color and manipulate the news 
throughout the U nited Slates, hut aRo to 
mold public opinion, ar.d in effect to direct 
the intellectual life and progress of the na­ 
tion. 
It is scarcely necessary to say th at the 
Herahl's alarmist article has produced a 
profound sensation in the press of New 
York. 
Ever since it appeared a hot con­ 
troversy over the subject has been raging. 
As the Tribune, World, Express aud Sun, 
however, positively deny that Jay Gould 
has any control over them, or that they 
have any disposition whatever to vote for 
his interests in the Associated Press, and 
as the Herald has thu3 far been unable to 
produce any trustw orthy proof of the 
reality of the tchíme whose existence it 
asserts, it may be that the alarm thus raised 
is premature, i r even altogether without 
foundation. 
Y et the discussion to which 
the Herald's assertion lias given rise has 
served to show not only that such an en­ 
terprise as is ascribed to Jay Gould is possi­ 
ble, hut also that it is in the line of normal 
development as at present proceeding. 
It 
must indeed be said that the World, which 
is said to be under the control of Gould, 
has taken the position th at even if the 
Herald's statements were true, there would 
be nothing alarming in them. 
In support 
of this it points to the fact th at a Urge 
part of the continental news of Europe is 
furnished to the English press by Baron 
Reuter, who is in his way as notorious a 
speculator as Gould; and that notw ith­ 
standing this fact the English press news 
has always been recognized as trustw orthy. 
It is clear that this argument is not 
son id, however, for Ranter does not con­ 
trol the telegraph sjatem of Eagland, and 
he has never been in a position to use un­ 
due influence with his customers. 
W hat­ 
ever monopoly he enjoys is held by reason 
of the excellence of his news arrangements, 
and if some other news collector should 
heat him at his own business he would 
have to accept the defeat. 
The C33e of 
Jay Gould is very different. 
If he should 
secure control at ot.ee of the telegraph sys­ 
tem and the machinery for the collection of 
news, it would be impossible to oppose any 
successful rivalry to him, unless those who 
resisted him were able to construct a sepa­ 
rate telegraph system for themselves. 
Iu 
fact it is not at all too much to say th at in 
such an event he would be in a position to 
exert a greater influence upon the press of 
the country than all other agencies put 
together, and that it would be possible for 
him by judicious management to bring all 
the principal papers of the country under 
his thumb. 
They must have the news, 
and under such conditions they could not 
get the news anywhere else. 
They would 
have to go to Jay G mid for the staple of 
their business, and Jay Gould would then 


are no inenrmonntable obstacles in his 
way. 
And we think it highly probable 
that he has such an intention. 
All the 
signs have pointed th at way for several 
years. 
It is naturally the next step in the 
vast game the arch-speculator is playing. 
Nor is it of much use to consider the con­ 
sequences of such a step so long as it re­ 
mains apparent th at it is open to Goold 
todo what he chooses about it: seeing that 
it is merely, at bottom, a question of 
capital, and that he has the capital. 
The 
tru th is th at he has reached a position in 
which the monopoly of the news has be­ 
come possible to him. 
It is an alarming 
fact, and it may be fraught with all man­ 
ner of e v il; but it is a fact, and a3 such it 
ought to be dealt with. 


AN IMPULSE OP HOODLUMISH. 


I t turns out that the murderous attack 
recently made upon Chinese gardeners at 
L n Angeles was the work of two youBg 
men and two girls, who had been out to­ 
gether on “ a te a r;” and apparently had 
committed the slaughter cf the Chinamen 
from an impulse of ruffianism such as fre­ 
quently assails the California hoodlnm, 
both male and female. 
I t is stated that all 
the criminals are “ respectably connected,’* 
and this statem ent suggests reflection as to 
the character of that alleged respectability 
which permits boys and girls to prowl 
around town at all hours of the night, 
obeying their own vicious inclinations, and 
rendering respect 
neither 
to 
parents, 
friends, or common decency. 
When boys 
and girls come to ruin by means of such 
laxity of home training, the real guilt rests 
upon their fathers and mothers. 
W e do 
not believe in the psssibility of hoodlum- 
ism which is not attributable to parental 
negligencs and remisenes3. 
W hen fathers 
and mothers lament their inability to con­ 
trol their children they are really making 
confession of their own neglect of duty in 
the past. 
Too many parents, however, 
have no other idea of training children 
than letting them have their own way in 
everything, and a9 a result they bring 
them up to be selfish, insolent, lazy, vicious 
little wretches, who are as certain to go 
wrong when they are old enough for ruio, 
as sparks are to fly upwards. 
Homo train­ 
ing of a sterner and more enlightened char­ 
acter is what is needed t o put a stop to the 
kind of hoodlnmism which issues in such 
deeds as that at Los Angeles, and which 
fills onr Magdalen Asylums, our Houses of 
Correction, our Inebriate aud Iusane Asy­ 
lums, aud oar Penitentiaries.

METROPOLITAN THEATER. 
Uqhts O’ I.oi.dtjti ” was produced by 
Palmer’» dramatic company last evening be­ 
fore a Urge audience. It presented the com­ 
pany in its full strength as to numbers and 
brought out several “ people” who did not 
appear in the preceding play. The scenery 
was excellent, and that in the first, eecond 
and fourth acts especially attractive. The 
London street view and the bridge scene were 
notably handsome, and on one of them the 
curtain went up twice by demand of the 
audience. Mr. Grismer and Mias Davis had 
leas effective parts than in "The Banker’s 
Daughter,” and by no means level with the 
abilities of either, but they gave them for all 
that was in them. 
To Theodore Itoberts 
fell a role which he filled admirably. 
It was au English dialect p a t fall 
of feeling and calling for the exercise of a 
high degree of artistic skill. He played it 
thoroughly well, and received a h-vrty call 
bif.ro the cúrtalo. Mr. Sims end Mis< 
Young had the next bestpirts, and presented 
them as only good and conscientious stock 
actors can. E nina Schulz, who will be re­ 
membered as of the Juvenile Pinafore Com­ 
pany, filled an important part very accepta­ 
bly. A small army of supernumeraries ap 
pcaraii in the London scenes. The play has 
some ex ravegant scones, but they are of 
minor importance. As a whole, it is a play 
of but little pretentions to literary excellence 
in the text, but probable, natural, often 
touching in its pictures of the woes of the 
homeless in tt.e great city, vivid in its 
glimpses of villainy, and yet throughout 
chaste and free from the slightest tinge of color 
that w uld otfciid the taste. It embodies 
the st ry of a prodigal son, who, though re­ 
pentant, is urned away from the door of 
horns'through the ar s of a usurper of his 
birthright; becomes the victim of circum­ 
stance.! that brand him e s a felon ; escapes 
from pr.-son; falls into tha hands of good 
Samaritans—a company of old English Btroll- 
ing players ; suffers with his wife the pangs 
of starvation while in biding, and is finally 
rescued from his misfortunes through the re­ 
pentance of a tool of the villain who had 
plotted his ruin. An old plot in a new set­ 
ting, an old story newly told, and well told ; 
a play with many striking tableaux ; a play 
that appeals to tha gallery stroDgly. and re­ 
tains as well the interest of the other sections 
of the house. It is well mounted, well acted, 
and is altogether a melo-dramatic success, 
and will undoubtedly draw- well for the re­ 
mainder of the week.
